(3^ Rasl affiliations bad led to bis .being diemlssed from TASS, SXDRIR 
had proposed source go through the regular denaslflcation cfaainMla. 
Later SXORIR had proposed to simply rubber-stsB 3 > Sv'uroe's Xemjkarte. 
How. however, SKDRIN told source that even that ms not necessary, 
that he ms not listed as a Hazl at AON, and ms to deny Nazi 
affiliations If the accusation were ever made. 

3* Speaking further along these lines, SKCRIH asked If 
source's wife, living in Gchwdli^estpbalia' (British fone) bad 
ever been arrested or InterrMSted by the British authorities on 
her husband's account. SKQRIH remembered that source himself had 
once been picked up by American HP's, about a year ago* Zf that 
should ever occur again, and he ms interrogated, and if the 
Americans or British asked him to work for them, SI^IN's advice 
was that source sboTild accept, of course, bat that he should then 
Immediately tell SKDRIH about It. 

4. Source then tempted 6KGRIR with the bait of a notional 
American, a Captain Thompson, who bad been at the home of some 
friends of his idien he happened to drop in* Later, after ttie 
American bad left, the friends "told” source he ms an offleer 
worki^ In the Wannsee Detention Camp. SEDRXR was definitely 
interested and stiggested source should cultivate the American*

So far, however, he had been unable to d ete rmine her more exaot 
whereabouts, but hoped to do so soon^ SKORIH asked source to 
locate and meet Frau BLUU. 

6. And finally, SKDRIN admitted a little ruefully that he 
thought KBHRXIZ had left Berlin— without saying good-bye. 
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
